In 8mm we trust 
As a broadcast engineer with NBC-TV 


and an owner of a Hi8 video camera, I 
read with interest Roderick Woodcock’s 
column comparing VHS with 8mm 
(“Technically Speaking,” Nov. ’91). He’s 
absolutely correct in noting that impair- 
ments become more objectionable on 
smaller formats. I soon realized that 
fine dust wreaks havoc on 8mm tape. 

I recommend sealing the cassette 
hatch airtight using vinyl tape. On pro- 
fessional camcorders, a refrigerator-type 
gasket is installed for this purpose. Since 
small tape is sensitive to wrinkling, one 
should load or unload the cassette only 
at the beginning or end of the reel. With 
a few precautions, 8mm can definitely 
be trusted. David Vaughan

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The tricks of 
‘Terminator 2’ 


In the old days, if you wanted King Kong 
to climb a building, you had two 
choices: stop-motion photography, a 
painstaking hand-animation of a tiny 
model, performed one frame at a time, 
or cel animation, which involves filming 
hundreds of hand-drawn illustrations 
from plastic “cels.” Now, there’s a third, 
more effective alternative — computer- 
generated imagery (CGI) — most recent- 
ly taken to new heights in Terminator 2: 
Judgment Day (LIVE Home Video).The 
effects work in this film is dazzling—a 
brilliant combination of old and new 
techniques that make audiences actually 
believe the unbelievable. 

“Our computer animation depart- 
ment tripled in size for that film,” notes 
Jill Jurkowitz, spokeswoman for Indus- 
trial Light & Magic (ILM), which han- 
dled the CGI end of the job. (Produced 
on a large budget and a tight schedule, 
T2’s effects used a combination of CGI, 
models and masks supplied by ILM, Fan- 
tasy II, 4- Ward Productions and makeup 
maven Stan Winston.) The ILM se- 
quences found the evil terminator (Rob- 
ert Patrick) slithering through a barred 
window, having his head split in two by a 
shotgun blast, walking out of a flaming 
inferno and literally falling to pieces in a 
final fiery moment. Jurkowitz claims the 
most difficult effect was a sequence in 
which the evil terminator pours himself 
into a helicopter seat and then recon- 
stitutes himself as a person. “We had to 
match dialog and motion,” she says, 
“which can be especially tricky.” 

Yet little is simple where CGI is con- 
cerned. For any body metamorphosis (or 
“morphing”), a technician must give the 
computer the first frame in the transfor- 
mation and the final result; the machine 
figures out how to fill in the transitional 
frames so that the first form mutates flu- 
idly into the last. 

That means creating mathematically 
defined three-dimensional computer 
models for all the characters or sets, 
then making an onscreen wireframe dis- 
play of the model. The model is run 
through tests for fluidity and then “ren- 
dered,” often the longest process. At 
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He’ll Be Back: Complex computer-generated imagery brought Terminator 2’s hellish future to life. 





this point, surface texture, color, light- 
ing, shadows and reflections are add- 
ed—to get it right, hours can be spent 
on a single frame. Digital compositing 
combines the figure with previously 
filmed background scenes. The finished 
sequence is electronically transferred 
back onto film, a single frame at a time. 

“What we did took a lot of labor,” 
says Jurkowitz, who reports that 35 ILM 
technicians worked for a year to craft 
just 50 shots for Terminator 2. That’s less 
than five minutes of screen time, at a re- 
ported cost of $6.4 million. Expensive? 
Yes. And the sweetest irony? Viewers 
have no idea about the painstaking work 
involved. But that’s what magic is all 
about. —Tom Soter

O'Connor are back on the new All in the Family tape. 





| Love Child, for debut in January —but 


All in the Family remains a personal fa- 
vorite. 

The recent release of the All in the 
Family 20th Anniversary Special (Colum- 
bia TriStar Home Video) provided Lear 
with a unique opportunity to look back. 
“The show gets a lot of credit for chang- 
ing attitudes, but I don’t think it did 
anything but get people to talk,” Lear 
says. “If 2,000 years of Judeo-Christian 
ethic couldn’t diminish intolerance and 
bigotry, what’s a little sitcom going to 
do?” 

Hosted by Lear and compiling high- 
lights from the show’s nine Emmy 
award-winning seasons, 20th Anniversary 
Special is peppered with commentary 
from early fans of the show as well as 
cast members Carroll O’Connor, Jean 
Stapleton, Rob Reiner and Sally 
Struthers. But time has scarcely blunted 
the show’s impact. Lear contends the 
show’s primary intention was to bring 
an audience, “laughing or crying,” to 
its knees. “You can’t do that unless you 
totally arrest people by dealing with 
things they care about. Archie Bunker 
was like my [real-life] father, but when 
he called me the laziest white kid he 
ever met, he was knocking an entire 
race just to call me a name.” 

Lear has little patience for current 
TV producers who merely pander to 
public tastes. “There used to be this ad- 
age, ‘Nobody ever lost money under-

more. Films like Who's Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? (1966), The Graduate (1967) and 
Carnal Knowledge (1971) explored adult 
relationships — and sexuality —in a way 
that wasn’t necessarily graphic, just 
more honest than other movies. 

In Nichols’ latest film, Regarding 
Henry (Paramount Home Video), Har- 
rison Ford and Annette Bening star as a 
heartless yuppie couple —he’s a Wall 
Street shark while she’s an empty social- 
ite — who rediscover traditional values 
after a random act of violence changes 
their lives. Has age finally caught up 
with the maverick director? Have the 
conservative ’90s left their mark? “I’m 
really the last to know,” Nichols told us 
recently. “It’s hard for me to see patterns 
in my own work —I’m just glad they let 
me keep doing it. But ‘conservative’ is 
probably the wrong word. ‘Less angry’ 
would be a little more accurate.” 

The look of Nichols’ films has 
changed almost as much as their con- 
tent. Once known for his careful wide- 
screen compositions — both The Gradu- 
ate and Carnal Knowledge are available 
on heavily letterboxed Criterion Collec- 
tion laserdiscs — the director now opts 
for the far less drastic 1.85 aspect ratio 
for his movies. “It’s all about video and 
TV,” Nichols explains.

Also, the stop and eject 
buttons are combined —if you’re not 
used to this setup, you may find yourself 
accidentally ejecting tapes. 

The TV controls operate 12 different 
types sold under 30 brand names, but 
there is no list of compatible TV sets — 
just try the options until you find out if 
the remote works with your set. The 
help button calls up an onscreen in- 
struction manual and troubleshooting 
guide. 

Programming the VR690HF will be 
a treat for those who have given up try- 
ing to program VCRs. The VCR Plus 
system offers one-time, Monday- 
through-Friday and weekly options. Un- 
like the original VCR Plus remote, the 
circuitry does not control cable boxes. 
To record scrambled programs, cable 
subscribers will have to leave the cable 
box tuned to the correct channel. 

Some cable users in large metro- 
politan areas with multiple cable systems 
may need to go through a one-time set- 
up procedure.

Most 
camera controls occupy the left side, in- 
cluding buttons for the titler, fader, 
backlight compensator, and near and far 
power focus. Some double as VCR con- 
trols. The viewfinder tube extends rear- 
ward for correct viewing and can swing 
upward for low-angle shooting. 

What’s unusual is that part of the 
left side swings outward —it’s really an 
infrared remote control. It can be oper- 
ated while attached to the camcorder, or 
detached to operate camera and play- 
back modes at distances up to 16 feet.

An external microphone jack sits at 
the front of the left panel, and the front 
has audio/video input/output jacks and a 
DC output for the RF converter.

Almost all the controls are easy to 
figure out, but if you skip the manual 
you may miss some features. The back- 
light control is unusual in that it oper- 
ates automatically in quarter-stop steps, 
and manually in one 1.5-stop step.

drives Panasonic’s new Dome sound sys- 
tem. It uses two-way speakers in sealed 
cabinets behind the tube. Ports conduct 
the sound through cleverly camouflaged 
grilles in the bezel to maintain accurate 
stereo perspective. The tuner uses MTS 
stereo decoding with dbx noise reduc- 
tion. Surround-sound circuitry powers 
two rear speakers, which are not sup- 
plied. 

Convenience features include a pic- 
ture-in-picture (PIP) that may be placed 
anywhere on the screen in two sizes, 
with freeze, swap, audio swap and sepa- 
rate picture controls. The PIP also offers 
selective channel search, selective video 
input and an eight-frame instant replay. 
In addition to the standard programma- 
ble scan tuning there is a favorite chan- 
nel memory, which stores up to 15 
channels. Three favorite picture settings 
may also be stored. A clock, a sleep tim- 
er, parental channel lockout control and 
a two-program timer add to its flex- 
ibility. 

Little but the picture tube is visible 
from the front. The narrow pedestal 
hides a small drawer with simple con- 
trols for most functions and the menu 
system. A door at the right opens to re-

This motion uncovers the lens and sets 
the camcorder to camera mode, and 
places the zoom and run/stop controls in 
their normal positions. 

A button near the zoom rocker gives 
a choice of zoom modes. Zoom 1 allows a 
2x digital extension of the optical 8x 
zoom, up to 16x. The zoom 2 mode pro- 
vides an 8x digital extension, to 64x. At 
all zoom settings over 8x, a zoom meter 
in the viewfinder tells you the current 
magnification. Zoom ranges over 12x re- 
quire use of a tripod for steady pictures. 

Wide and slim modes are available 
from the zoom 2 mode.

The titler calls up 24 color graphics, 
including a vertical curtain that may be 
superimposed in three positions, and 
various event graphics—a birthday 
cake, Christmas bells, a heart and oth- 
ers. The titler may be operated from the 


camcorder or the remote, but it won’t | 


let you create your own graphics as most 
camcorders can. 


The twist-and-shoot design makes | 


using the camcorder easy. It offers man- 
ual focus and shutter speed selection, 
but white balance, iris and BLC remain 
under fuzzy logic control. The remote 
can be tricky —the user must be careful 
to turn it the right way before inserting 
it into the cassette door, or it may jam, 
which could mean taking it to a repair- 
man for removal. Occasionally, the cam- 
corder's electronics freeze up. The user 
can restore normal operation by remov- 
ing both the battery and the clock bat- 


tery for a few seconds. Unfortunately, 
this returns the camcorder to its factory 
settings — the user must reset the time, 
date and camera adjustments. In spite of 
these hazards, ease of operation is good 
to very good. 

Picture quality is good to very good, 
and audio quality is good, both about 
what we expect from an 8mm cam- 
corder in its price range. The digital 
zoom provides no increase in detail — in- 





dividual pixels are magnified, so resolu- 
tion drops and edges may be fuzzy. This 
effect, noticeable in all digital zooms, is 
increased as the room ratio increases — 
especially above 30x—and is more ap- 
parent in the wide mode. Our overall 
tating is good to very good. But for two 
operational quirks, the VM-E25A is an

When Steve Hotvedt decided to im- 
prove his home video skills, he enlisted 
the help of the professional videogra- 
phers he found at the Bay Area Video 
Coalition in San Francisco. “I learned 
basic techniques that made a world of 
difference,” said the 44-year-old Hot- 
vedt. “Simple things, like shielding a mi- 
crophone from the wind. | also find I’ve 
become more careful about the way I set 
up a shot, and composition 
and flow of action have be- 
come more important.” 

Hotvedt is one of thou- 
sands of amateur videogra- 
phers who are ditching unin- 
spired instruction manuals for 
live teachers. With camcord- 
ing turning into a national 
hobby, video classes are pro- 
liferating. Whether you’re a 
beginner or nearly a profes- 
sional, video classes are avail- 
able at a variety of facilities, 
not all of them obvious. 
These include media access 
centers, community colleges, 
public access facilities for ca- 
ble TV, adult education cen- 
ters, even professional pro- 
duction houses. Open to any- 
one, their offerings range 
from day-long workshops to 
accredited sessions lasting 
several weeks. While the 
most advanced classes may 
cost several hundred dollars, many cost 
less than $100. 

Finding a local video training site 
can be as simple as making a phone call. 
For example, to reach your neighbor- 
hood’s cable public access facility, simply 
call your cable company. If you don’t 
subscribe to cable, call your municipality 
for the name of the firm. Community 
colleges and adult education classes are 
usually listed in the phone book under 
“Schools.” When you reach a school, 
ask for the adult education department. 

Media access centers are a bit harder 
to find. One comprehensive source is 











the National Alliance of Media Arts 
Centers, which publishes a guide to 
member organizations around the coun- 
try. The NAMAC guide is available for 
$20 to non-members (call 510-451- 
2717). As an example of the wealth of 
training resources available, we rounded 
up five of the most respected: 

e The Center for New Television in 
Chicago is offering more than 20 classes 
this fall and winter, ranging from one- 
day workshops to six-week courses. Re- 


cent workshops include “Getting the 
Most From Your Camcorder” and “Put- 
ting Your Family History on Tape.” Fees 
vary; call 312-951-6868. 

@ Quote... Unquote Inc., the public ac- 
cess facility for Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico, offers about 40 classes each year and 
charges $15 per class. Call 505-243- 
0027. 

e San Francisco’s Bay Area Video Co- 
alition holds nearly 100 seminars and 
workshops each year, covering topics 
that range from production basics to in- 
teractive videodisc development. Re- 
cent sessions have included workshops 








comparing camcorder formats and a 
class called ‘Professional Results From 
Consumer Video Cameras.” Fees vary; 
call 415-861-3282. 

e The Visual Studies Workshop Media 
Center in Rochester, New York, offers 
dozens of basic and advanced classes. 
Fees vary; call 716-442-8676. 

e In New York City, Film/Video Arts 
is a 23-year-old organization that offers 
50 workshops a year. Fees vary; call 
212-673-9261. 

; Most facilities offer a ba- 
sic course for beginners, cov- 
ering the rudiments of cam- 
corder and VCR operation, 
audio, lighting, framing and 
composition. Such classes not 
only help students learn the 
difference between a pan and 
a dolly, but the language of 
video, “how to think about 
shooting in terms of editing,” 
explains Ida Jeter of the Cen- 
ter for New Television. “Basic 
classes also help students 
overcome basic pitfalls,” adds 
Mona Jimenez of the Visual 
Studies Workshop. “For ex- 
ample, how to eliminate au- 
dio buzzing by simply turning 
off fluorescent lights or not 
plugging a camcorder into the 
same outlet as the refrigera- 
tor.” 

More advanced classes 
can be a living alternative to 
an owner’s manual. The kind 
of training that’s available delves deep 
into the nuances of computer graphics, 
lighting and studio production. Such 
classes also offer access to equipment 
way beyond the budgets of most enthusi- 
asts. You can edit with state-of-the-art 
video systems, or rent or borrow other- 
wise unattainable camcorders. 

Apart from skills, training also wid- 
ens students’ video horizons. “The 
whole point about the medium is the 
editing,” says David Bolt, executive di- 
rector of the Bay Area Video Coalition. 
“Plenty of videographers develop a good

STATE OF THE ART 








TECHNICALLY 
OPEAKING

So you think your home theater has it 
all—a combi player, an S-VHS VCR, a 
35-inch high-resolution monitor and a 
surround-sound system. Maybe you 
even have theater seats and a popcorn 
machine, but unless you have a satellite 
system, you're missing something. The 
fact is, satellite TV is the best picture 
you can get short of laserdisc, and far 
better than conventional TV broad- 
casts. 

Because of the need for a dish eight 
to 10 feet or more in diameter, the plea- 
sures of satellite TV have been limited 
largely to viewers in the suburbs or in 
the sticks. But small-dish satellite is on 
the way. In fact, viewers in some parts of 
the country can receive many programs 
on four-foot dishes. 

If you've decided to take the plunge 
into satellite (or dump that 10-year-old 
clunker system in favor of a full-featured 
one), the place to start is with a satellite 
receiver. Most of today’s receivers can 
handle both the present-day channels 
that require large dishes.and signals 
from the yet-to-come small-dish satel- 
lites. Virtually all come with de- 
scramblers built in. And most have 
dropped the made-on-the-kitchen-table 
look of yesteryear for styling that fits in 
perfectly with the rest of your equip- 


ment. 








As receivers’ looks, performance and 
function have improved, prices have ris- 
en. Today, a simple starter receiver costs 
from $750 to $1,200. A better unit will 
run you $1,400 to $1,800 and a full-fea- 
tured top-of-the-line model costs $2,000 
or more. If you’re a do-it-yourself type 
and the only one in your household like- 
ly to be using the receiver, you may be 
able to make do with a low-priced mod- 
el. But if other members of the family 
are likely to be using it, you'd be well- 
advised to spend more. Higher-priced 
receivers may not deliver better pictures 
than starter units, but they invariably 
are easier to use, and more likely to in- 
clude such desirable features as stereo 
digital audio output. 

Don’t even consider a satellite re- 
ceiver that doesn’t include a VideoCi- 
pher II Plus descrambler. You'll need it 
to receive any of the 70 or so cable 
channels you may care to subscribe to 
(another 100 or more are available free 
of charge). Likewise, make sure that the 
receiver is capable of receiving both C 
and Ku bands. The former requires a 
large dish and offers the most popular 
cable and satellite programs. The latter 
covers the frequency range where small- 
dish and direct-broadcast satellite pro- 
grams will be available. 

Your system will require a positioner 
to move the antenna from one satellite 
to another. You can buy it separately or

as part of a complete receiver, even in 
economy models like Radio Shack’s 
Memorex SR 2014. Most economy re- 
ceivers come with infrared remote con- 
trols, as do virtually all costlier units. 
The most expensive, like the Chapparal 
Monterey 90 and Uniden 4800, also in- 
corporate a UHF remote so that you can 
change satellites or channels and make 
other adjustments from virtually any 
room in the house. 

Memory is the element that sepa- 
rates low-cost units that are relatively 
difficult to use from top-of-the-line 
models that virtually program them- 
selves. The limited memory in units like 
the HTS Tracker IV or the Drake 1024 
remembers where most or all of the sat- 
ellites are (so that you don't have to 
hunt every time you switch from one to 
another), and may allow you to program 
some favorite channels. It also lets you 
prevent the kids from watching X-rated 
fare or the babysitter from running up a 
pay-per-view tab. 

More memory, like in the Houston 
Tracker V or the Panasonic PS 700EX, 
allows you to store information on lots 
more satellites and channels, including 
those that have non-standard audio. 
These receivers also let you store audio- 
only channels, of which there are at 
least 80, embracing a wide variety of 


music and talk formats. 
The most sophisticated units, such 


as the Toshiba TRX 2200 or the General 
Instrument 2750R, allow you to select 
programming not just by satellite and 
channel number, but also by channel 
name and program category. Top-of-the- 
line models like the Uniden 4800 fea- 
ture program guides that automatically 
position the dish and receiver for the 
program you want to watch. You don’t 
even have to know what channel or sat- 


ellite it’s on or the name of the program- 
met. 
Onscreen display, available these 


days on all premium-priced models, 
most midpriced units and even some

Camcorders have hundreds of uses — re- 
cording memorable times, documenting 
important events, capturing life’s hu- 
morous moments — but only if you have 
one in hand. I’ve often been in situa- 
tions where I wished I had a camcorder, 
but had left it behind because I didn’t 
want a heavy object hanging from my 
shoulder. 

When I picked up Sony’s new 8mm 
CCD-TRS51, with its reduced dimensions 
and light weight (1.3 pounds), I realized 
the problem has been solved. Just as 
35mm point-and-shoots let you always 
keep a camera in reach, the TR51 makes 
it easy to keep a camcorder handy. 

Small enough to fit in a parka pock- 
et, the $1,200 TR51 packs a useful array 
of features, including a 6x zoom lens 
with a steady, lightning-quick inner au- 
tofocus system and an auto macro fea- 
ture. It has stereo audio with an external 
microphone jack, a world clock with 
daylight-saving time adjustment, time/ 
date recording and title superimposer 
Like point-and-shoot cameras, it has a 
sturdy, integral sliding lens shield that 
can’t come loose like conventional lens 
caps, further encouraging the user to 
tuck the TR51 into a pocket. 

The TR51’s controls are as practical 
as its size, designed for fast, simple oper- 
ation without interrupting shooting. For 
example, the fader is underneath the 
lens, where it’s easy to locate by touch 
without stopping to look. The autofocus 
and backlight compensation controls are 
nearby. 

Beyond take-along convenience, the 
TR51’s compact chassis attracts much 
less attention in the field than larger 
units — action is less likely to stop or 
shift in response to its presence. The 
viewfinder rotates 90 degrees upward, 
allowing an operator to cradle the TR51 
at chest level. Looking down into the 
eyepiece, with the TR51 all but hidden 
by arms and body, gives the user a very 
low profile. 

A wireless remote control, barely 
larger than a matchbook, facilitates edit- 
ing and makes it possible to discreetly

operate the zoom lens and other con- 
trols at distances up to 50 feet. 

The trick with the TR51 is the han- 
dling. Naturally, the smaller the unit, 
the more susceptible it is to erratic cam- 
corder motion. But I found that there 
are nearly always cars, trees, telephone 
poles and other sturdy structures to 
brace the TR51 against. When I couldn’t 
find anything to hold it against, I found 
that locking my elbows against my torso 
and exercising careful breathing control 
worked quite well. Over the long haul, 
the light weight reduces fatigue and ac- 
tually promotes steady shooting. 

I became so attached to the TR51 
that it was with me always —in the car, 
in restaurants, even at the supermarket. 
There were so many great shots I would 
never have caught without it, like a 
waiter’s bawdy humor and an enormous 
tower of soft paper towels toppling on an 
eight-year-old running after his brother. 
Sitting in St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New 
York City with the TR51 resting on the 
arm of the pew, I was for the first time 
able to tape inside a church, during a 
service, without anyone seeming to no- 
tice. And no one complained when I 
deftly videoed from my side while visit- 
ing my 95-year-old grandmother at a 
nursing home. 

It’s true that many larger camcorders 
have features the TR51 lacks, but be- 
cause it’s so handy and so incon- 
spicuous, I’m tempted to make it my 
camcorder of choice, or at least to own 
one as a second camcorder so I'll never 
have to leave home without video. =

[i] I videotaped my daughter’s birthday 
party but accidentally left the date 
and time stamp on. Now I’m stuck with 
the readout throughout the tape, and it’s 
distracting. Is there any way of getting 
rid of it? William Ferris

A You can obliterate the readout in 
three ways, none elegant. One is to 
place a special-effects generator (such as 
Azden’s VPC-10) between the cam- 
corder and the VCR and make a copy of 
the tape, using the generator’s wipe fea- 
ture to cover the date with a colored 
bar. If the area is too hard to match, you 
can add a bar on top and bottom for a 
letterbox effect. 

The second method, which is much 
more expensive, is to take the tape to a 
professional postproduction house and 
have them digitally sample a piece of 
each scene and electronically paste it 
over the readout. Networks use this 
technique to cover up the numerical 
time code that often finds its way into 
their tapes. 

You can accomplish the same thing, 
albeit more crudely, with a computer 
that has genlocking, digitizing and 
NTSC output capabilities. A typical set- 
up would comprise a Commodore Ami- 
ga, an AmiGen genlock, a NewTek Digi- 
View digitizer and a color splitter. Digi- 
tize a frame from a scene, and use the 
brush tool from a paint program such as 
NewTek’s DigiPaint 3 to crop out a piece 
of the frame next to the readout. Then 





paste the piece over the readout. Obvi- 
ously, this works best when the readout 
covers a simple background, such as a 
wall, and when there’s little camera mo- 
tion in the scene.

[] Based on my experience with more 
than a dozen S-VHS decks in four 
years, S-VHS EP displays more resolu- 
tion and sharpness than standard VHS 
at SP. I often record six or eight hours of 
TV programming in S-VHS EP, dubbing 
things I want to save to library tapes in 
S-VHS SP. In both S-VHS and VHS, SP 
is clearly superior to EP, owing to wider 
track widths and significantly fewer 
dropouts. 

I believe an S-VHS original dubbed 
to VHS will equal or exceed the quality 
of an original VHS master, and will be 
clearly better than VHS copied to VHS. 
Using S-VHS tape for VHS master re- 
cordings isn’t a bad idea, but in this case, 
it won't significantly outperform premi- 
um VHS tape. 





[I]e<: anyone make inline splices for 
Y/C cables? I have two or three 
short ones, and would like to join them 
together. I know longer cables are avail- 
able, but they’re expensive.

[J I’m not aware of any inline splices 
specifically made for Y/C cables, but 
here’s a hint that Macintosh computer 
owners (like me) discovered a few years 
ago when the Y/C specification was set. 
It turns out that the pin placement for 
Macintosh’s ADB keyboard cables is al- 
most identical to that for Y/C cables. 
The only visible difference is the slight 
metal “V” bulge on Y/C cables, designed 
to help align the cables for insertion. 

Inline splices for Macintosh ADB 
cables cost $5 to $10 at computer stores. 
But long, inexpensive Y/C cables are 
also available from companies such as 
Recoton, so 1 recommend you track 
them down. 

Incidentally, while Mac ADB cables 
can suffice as Y/C cables, don’t try using 
Y/C cables on a Mac because the ADB 
circuit is far more delicate than the Y/C 
circuits used in VCRs. s

Art from science’s frontier

Visits to synthetic worlds of pulsating 
lattices. Swirls of color that make ’60s 
psychedelia seem dreary. Vivid represen- 
tations of scientific principles never be- 
fore animated. These eye-catching 
visualizations — dazzling products of the 
computer graphics revolution —are 
made by scientists to explore the outer 
limits of their knowledge. And you 
won’t find them for rent at your local 
video store, or on MTV. 

Until recently, access to these and 
many similarly striking videos was lim- 
ited to other scientists, professionals and 
attendees of events like the annual SIG- 
GRAPH (Special Interest Group Graph- 
ics) conference. When such tapes were 
available to the public, they were ex- 
tremely costly or offered through ob- 
scure channels. But all this has changed 
with the appearance of an adventurous 
catalog, Computers in Science & Art, 
from Media Magic (Box 507, Nicasio, 
CA 94946; 415-662-2426), a firm better 
known for its New Visions catalog of 
New Age music. 

The latest Science & Art catalog, 
which also offers books, describes sever- 
al dozen unique, science-oriented vid- 
eos, all on VHS, with a few titles also on 
laserdisc. Almost half were compiled es- 
pecially for the catalog. Media Magic 
founder Michael Strasmich says his goal 
is to broaden the audience for an emerg- 
ing medium he calls “science as art,” 
which is about “synthesizing science, es- 
thetics and entertainment.” Viewers 
don’t need scientific backgrounds to ap- 
preciate such videos, Strasmich con- 
tends, since “science and art now over- 
lap.” They will need curiosity, however, 
and perhaps a sense of wonder: Some of 
the tapes are as brief as 15 minutes and 
light on technical explication. 

But their content is hypnotically 
beautiful and virtually unavailable else- 
where. For example, you don’t need to 
understand fractals, a branch of mathe- 
matics that can model the patterns of 
fern leaves or the shapes of coastlines, to 
be struck by the haunting beauty of frac-

tal animation. The catalog’s fractal of- 
ferings reflect Strasmich’s own fascina- 
tion with the subject, which began in 
1987 with Fractal Fantasy ($15), a tape 
he edited and for which he composed 
electronic music. 

Gathering examples of the mandala- 
like forms generated by supercomputers, 
Media Magic also offers state-of-the-art 
fractals in The Fractal Universe ($30) 
and Mandelbrot Sets and Julia Sets ($35).

What is stereo TV? It’s probably not a 
question you’ve thought much about. 
Most videophiles assume that the wide 
sound imaging coming through a stereo 
TV or VCR tuner is by definition a re- 
production of the stereo signal. But a 
minor brouhaha has arisen within the 
consumer electronics industry about 
whether all sets marked as stereo should 
indeed be carrying the label. In the cen- 





VCR industries. More than 32 percent 
of the 20.8 million color TV sets sold in 
1990 were capable of receiving a stereo 
signal. Through the first nine months of 
1991, the percentage had risen to 37 per- 
cent, and shows every indication of con- 
tinuing its steady climb well into the 
future. 

Stereo TV seemingly was conceived 
in a bowl of alphabet soup. In 1983, the 
Federal Communications Commission 


(FCC) approved a Multichannel TV 





the FCC only has jurisdiction over 
broadcasting —it has no power over the 
reception end. Therein lies the dispute. 

At its core is the fact that there’s no 
true technical definition of the word 
“stereo.” The most commonly cited cri- 
terion for stereo sound is a minimum 
separation of 15 to 20 decibels through- 
out the listening range. But there actu- 
ally isn’t a concrete standard. James 
Gatman, general manager of TV prod- 
uct management for Thomson, calls 
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Separation Anxiety: These charts show the difference in stereo separation 
between a Zenith TV set with a dbx MTS decoder and an RCA set with a 
non-dbx decoder. The upper line represents pink noise fed through the left 
channel of an MTS encoder into each set. The lower line shows leakage of

Sound (MTS) system proposed by the 
Broadcast Television Systems Commit- 
tee (BTSC) of the Electronic Industries 
Association (EIA) in conjunction with 
the National Association of Broadcast- 
ers (NAB). 

MTS is a broadcast standard that in- 
cludes companding (signal compressing/ 
expanding) technology developed by 
dbx, a noted developer of noise-reduc- 
tion circuitry. The stereo signal is dbx- 
encoded at the transmitter or cable 
headend for eventual dbx decoding at 
the receiver. In most stereo TV sets and 
VCRs, that’s exactly what happens. But

APPLE COMPUTER COFOUNDER 
Steve Wozniak has long been a 
technical visionary. However, these 
days his visions are being supplied 
by LaserDiscs — those 12-inch 
optical videodiscs that have become 
the primary source of his home 
entertainment as well as the focus of 
a prized and growing movie 
collection.

Hardware development 
notwithstanding, it is the LaserDisc 
programming that originally drew 
Wozniak to the format. “The ability 
to study the films and see them the 
way they were meant to be seen is 
what I really like,” he relates. 

Not surprisingly, LaserDisc 
programmers like Pioneer LDCA 


have led the way in providing 
LaserDisc owners with the widest 
variety of quality programming, 
offering films in their original 
widescreen aspect ratio as well as the 
pan and scan alternative. LaserDisc 
suppliers have also managed to 
locate lost film footage and have 
scouted out top-quality masters from 
which to duplicate their platters. In 
some cases, supplementary narration, 
storyboards and other collectible 
materials have been added to the 
programs to appeal to the interests of 
the LaserDisc audience that tends to 
be more serious about their movies 
than the average videotape renter. 
It’s no wonder that collectors 
like Wozniak consider LaserDiscs to 
be such a prized possession. Unlike 
home videotapes that deteriorate over 
time, LaserDiscs do not degrade or 
wear out with repeated play. Movies 
that have been restored to their 
original roadshow quality become 
more than just home entertainment; 
they become documents for posterity. 
Viewers simply get more from 
the LaserDisc format — in terms of 
quality and content. One example, 
the VIDEO Magazine VIVA award- 
winning “The Godfather Collector’s 
Edition,” includes. all. three 
installments of the Francis Ford 
Coppola film classic, and has been 
further enhanced with a unique 
collector’s program, “The Godfather 
Family: A Look Inside.” This disc, 
which is not being sold separately,

interviews and excerpts from the 
director’s archives. It is an example 
of the type of video exclusives that 
are made available to LaserDisc 
owners. 

In fact, these limited edition box 
sets have spawned a subculture of 
disc collectors who pay enormous 
sums to fill out their collections. One 
collector is now offering $6,000 for 
"The Star Trek Gift Set" #1701. This 
limited edition collector’s set, which 
includes all five Paramount Pictures’ 
“Star Trek” films, was released last 
summer in the widescreen format. At 
the same time, Pioneer also issued 
the restored color pilot of the 
television episode “Star Trek: The 
Cage,” which includes color footage 
believed to have been destroyed from 
Gene Roddenberry’s classic 
television series. 

However enticing LaserDisc 
collectibles may be, the fact remains 
that LaserDisce provides its audience 
with the same hit movies — and at 
the same times — as the mass market 
videocassette alternative. When 
Paramount Pictures released 
“Ghost” last year, it was the most 
successful initial shipment of any 
film title in the history of the 
LaserDisc format. Madonna’s

‘91’s Best Tapes and Discs 


very year sees its share of notewor- 

thy films making their mark on 

home video for the very first time, 

and 1991 is no exception. But this 
year may well be remembered as the one 
in which tape and laserdisc distributors 
raised their work to a whole new level 
of sophistication. Economic realities and 
an ever-more-knowledgeable public 
conspired to create a unique environ- 
ment for the production of video soft- 
ware. Companies large and small put 
tremendous effort into acquiring the 
very best original film materials for mas- 
tering onto video, and digital transfers, 
for use on both tape and disc, became 
the norm for the first time in 1991. 

Three all-time classics we feared 
might never find their way to home the- 
aters — Fantasia, The Last Picture Show 
and Children of Paradise — benefited sub- 
stantially from these trends in their first- 
ever video releases. They earned ViVA 
Gold! awards not only for their time- 
honored content, but for meticulous and 
imaginative presentations on video. 
These titles set the tone for the year, but 
there were many others to get excited 
about. What follows is the best of the 
best: the 1992 ViVA Gold! and ViVA 
awards for video software, presented in 
alphabetical order. 


AROUND THE WORLD IN 80 DAYS 
(PUBLIC MEDIA) 

Ex-Monty Python member Michael Pa- 
lin and a film crew of five follow the 








path of Jules Verne’s fictional Phileas 
Fogg in this BBC documentary, using 
only surface transportation in an ex- 
treme case of life imitating art. Will our 
travel guide make it home in the allot- 
ted time despite such modern inconve- 
niences as a less-than-placid Persian 
Gulf? Palin creates the first true-to-life 
travel video, complete with unexpected 
delays and stomach disorders. Even so, 
he keeps the nearly six-hour program 
light, entertaining and insightful. 





CHILDREN OF PARADISE 
(HOME VISION CINEMA) 
The most beloved film in the history of 
French cinema was newly translated and 
subtitled for this long-awaited video re- 
lease. But Children of Paradise (1945) is 
far from the high-brow fare most viewers 
associate with Europe — its romance and 
epic grandeur rival that of Gone With the 
Wind, the film with which it is most of- 
ten compared. And don’t miss Crite- 
tion’s laserdisc edition, which features a 
lengthy interview with 85-year-old di- 
rector Marcel Carne, presented in both 
French and English. 











FANTASIA (WALT DISNEY) 

It was Christmas in November for ani- 
mation fans of all ages when Disney’s 
finest work finally became available on 
cassette. Had the company rushed this 
one out with little attention to quality, it 
would still have reigned as the video 
event of the year. But Disney restored its 
51-year-old treasure frame by beautiful 
frame. Discounted to well below $20 in 
most cities, Fantasia now truly belongs 
to the public that once scorned it. Be- 
fore it’s pulled from release — supposedly 
forever — Fantasia will likely sell more 
than 10 million copies in America alone. 


If only Walt had lived to see it. 


THE SILENCE OF THE LAMBS (ORION) 
Taut and seamless with nary a single 


wasted moment, The Silence of the Lambs 


is entertainment so well-made it almost | 


inadvertently enters the realm of art. 
The single greatest act of director Jon- 
athan Demme’s career was casting An- 
thony Hopkins as the brilliant and 
deranged Hannibal Lecter —his spell- 
binding performance makes that forth- 
coming Oscar seem downright anti- 


climactic. We would have preferred a | 
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mildly letterboxed edition—there is 
some annoying artificial panning here — 
but first-time viewers will be far too ri- 
veted to notice.

TO SLEEP WITH ANGER (SVS) 


Generations and cultures clash in this 
unclassifiable gem from director Charles 
Burnett. Star and co-producer Danny 
Glover was singularly devoted to this 
project, one of very few recent films to 
depict an honest-to-goodness black mid- 
dle-class family without even a hint of 
urban terror. But the film’s humor and 
poignancy transcend all racial and class 
boundaries, and Glover responds with 
the performance of his career. Home 
video was made for movies like this — it 
should gradually find the audience it de- 
serves, if only through word-of-mouth at 
local mom-and-pop rental stores.

A TALE OF TWO 


FORMATS 


S-VHS and Hi8 are straddling the line 
between consumers and professionals. 








A television station, KTTC-TV in Minnesota, shoots all its news segments on 
S-VHS tape. A reporter with no previous camcorder experience shoots a prime-time 
PBS documentary, Hello Moscow, on Hi8. A cable TV company, TCI Cable in Buf- 
falo, rolls in local spots from automated S-VHS playback decks. The Museum of 
Television and Radio, the world’s leading archive of broadcast programs, manages its 
collection on computer-controlled Hi8 decks. 

S-VHS and Hi8, introduced several years ago as high-end versions of the original 
consumer formats, have come a long way. And continue to evolve, but not entirely 
in ways that were expected. Today, both formats have established themselves not 
only with videophiles, but with professionals as well, a development that’s had nota- 
ble effects on the continuing progress of these two technologies. 

e It’s widened the gray area between the consumer and professional sides of the 
video market, giving legitimacy and diversity to “prosumer” components. 

e It’s led to a burst of innovation in pro-oriented S-VHS and Hi8 components, a 
remarkable flip-flopping of the way technology usually works. 

e And it’s set the stage for some of the advanced features developed for pro ma- 
pe chines to find their way into models aimed largely at con- 
sumers. 

The appeal of S-VHS and Hi8 among 
professional and semipro videographers has 
helped to offset the reluctance of large 
numbers of consumers to invest in the for- 
mats. Users of high-end gear make 
up only a small fraction of 
America’s video custom- 
ers. For example, 
S-VHS accounts for 
only 2 percent of all 
VHS sales, while 
Hi8 accounts for 
from 10 to 20 per- 
cent of 8mm cam-

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S-VHS and Hi8 were designed, in 
part, to increase the popular appetite for sophisticated 
equipment, their success in the pro market is somewhat ironic. 

By shifting the luminance signal to a higher frequency range than that of VHS 
and 8mm, both upgrades succeeded in boosting horizontal resolution from about 250 
lines for the standard versions to 400 or more lines. The signal-to-noise ratios for 
both formats were also improved. Consumers reacted cautiously, not always con- 
vinced the extra resolution justified the higher prices. Professionals saw the extra 
quality as a bargain compared to the usual prices of pro gear. 

“There is unquestionably a blurring in the marketplace,” says Sony spokesman 
Alec Shapiro. Indeed, as a reaction to the confusing crossover of consumer and pro- 
fessional products, Sony reorganized its professional sales 
force in 1991. “We have corporate users who want D-2, 
while television stations are going the other way 
and saying they want some Hi8 units. The old divi- 
sions don’t make sense anymore.” 
Now the company’s sales force for 
professional products can sell any de- 
vice in the Sony line, from the most 
expensive broadcast TV camera to 
the lowliest 8mm camcorder. The old 
pro-versus-consumer sales divisions 
are gone. 


TRICKLE-UP THEORY 

More significantly, the crossover has also helped to shift 
research on the formats in pro-oriented directions. Call it the 
Trickle-Up Theory: S-VHS and Hi8 technology developed for use 
in the home is being adopted by and improved for professionals. What 
makes this remarkable is that it reverses the normal trickle-down course of techno- 
logical evolution. Sophisticated products are typically developed for professionals, 
then gradually shrunk, streamlined, simplified, altered, packaged and priced in ways 
suitable for consumers. 

S-VHS and Hi8 are turning the process on its head, even 
to the point of challenging the granddaddy of all pro cassette 
formats, 3/4-inch U-Matic. But while consumers tend to think 
the formats signify fixed levels of performance, manufacturers 
warn users not to confuse the performance standards of their 
S-VHS and Hi8 consumer products with those of professional 
versions. 

“There is a fairly substantial difference in image quality be- 
tween professional and consumer decks,” says David Walton, 
JVC’s marketing manager for professional products. “The 
S-VHS format defines a minimum level of performance ma- 
chines have to achieve to carry that logo. The term S-VHS, im- 
plying only one level of picture quality, is really not true.” 

Top-rated professional S-VHS VCRs, which are priced from $6,000 to $8,000, 
include recent advances not found at the consumer level. For example, multigenera- 
tion capability has been improved by including comb filter decoders in the Y/C sep- 
aration circuitry and by improving crosstalk cancellation, chroma enhancement and

TOKYO TIME WARP 


Two shows deliver a fast-forward preview 


In Japan, where following new develop- 
ments in video is somewhat more of a 
spectator sport than here, the two pre- 
mier showcases for products and tech- 
nology are both open to the public for at 
least part of their runs. And the crowds 
rarely disappoint. They jam the aisles of 
the annual Audio Fair and the Japan 
Electronics Show, both held within a 
week of each other, and wait in long 
lines for demonstrations of new audio 
and video equipment with the enthusi- 
asm of American football fans lining up 
for playoff tickets. 

This year’s shows in Tokyo were no 
exception. There was a lot of fascinating 
new video technology to see, some of it 
coming soon to the U.S. and some re- 
served for Japan’s legions of videophiles. 
The forthcoming audio formats of DCC 
and MiniDisc generated the greatest in- 
terest, but VCRs, video projectors, TV 
screens, satellite receivers, camcorders 
and CD-Interactive players all offered 
surprises.

One day in Hoboken, New Jersey, cable viewers discovered 
they were about to lose some of the best features, like picture- 
in-picture, of their costly TV sets. The local cable company 
was planning to scramble all its signals, forcing subscribers to 
| use its descrambler box, which only permitted one channel at 
a time into home systems. TV watchers bombarded the 
Hoboken city council with complaints, demanding something 
be done. Immediately, the council promised to prevent this 
change in service —only to back down when it discovered it- 
self powerless under the terms of its franchise contract with 
the cable company. 

In Austin, Texas, cable view- 
ers run into a blank wall when 
they try to question their cable 
bills over claims of lost service or 
possible overcharges.

This is the winter of our cable discontent. Soaring fees, 


poor service, unreliable signal quality and snooze-inducing 
programs are just a few of the complaints driving cable sub- 
scribers to distraction. And since more than 60 percent of U.S. 
homes have cable TV, that adds up to a lot of viewers. Like 
many of today’s inadequately maintained cable systems, my 
own local 41-channel system suffers from poor picture quality 
and frequent outages. And even though the local cable fran- 
chise in this picturesque hamlet just north of New York City 
was recently up for renewal, competing bids to improve the 
system were effectively eliminated by federal deregulation of 
the cable television industry. 

What’s a TV viewer to do? Re-regulation is in the air, but 
no one can be sure that the legislation now pending can 
straighten out all the trouble, even if the legislation passes. Re- 
cent moves by the Federal Communications Commission hold 
out the hope that local telephone companies may be allowed 
to compete with cable systems, but it will be years before this 
or any other alternative to cable is available to most Ameri- 
cans. In the meantime, it’s still possible to “just say no” as I 
did — kicking the wired habit cold turkey —but I'm getting 
ahead of myself. 

From living rooms to Capitol Hill, everyone seems to be 
complaining about cable TV these days. Early last year, when 
Video Magazine polled its readers about their video discon-

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tents, the top complaints included the cost of cable and poor 
cable service. More recently, Consumer Reports, in a survey of 
200,000 readers, “turned up a new low in customer satisfac- 
tion” with cable. One in four readers said they were dissat- 
isfied due to rate increases, service outages, poor picture 
quality, billing problems, botched installation or repair, and 
difficulty in getting through to the cable company by tele- 
phone to register complaints. 

Despite the torrent of dissatisfaction, representatives of 
the cable industry insist little needs to be remedied. Most of 
cable’s problems can be blamed on its growing pains during the 
tremendous expansion in the 1980s, according to Stephen 
Effros, president of the Community Antenna Television Asso- 
ciation, a cable trade group based in Fairfax, Virginia. “We 
went into 40 million new homes in the last 10 years. No one 
has ever done that before,” he noted. 

In fact, both cable’s immense success and its attendant 
problems can be attributed to federal deregulation after the 
1984 Cable Communications Policy Act removed local control 
over rates and service standards. James Mooney, president of 
the National Cable Television Association (NCTA), the major 
cable trade group, credits the act with unleashing the cable in- 
dustry and dramatically increasing program choices. “Dereg- 
ulation has fostered the creation of 22 new programming 
services, with another 30 in development,” says Mooney. 

Nonetheless, the results of deregulation have been felt 
most strongly in one other area: subscribers’ pockets. Accord- 
ing to a survey by the General Accounting Office, Congress’ 
financial watchdog, cable rates for the most popular level of 
programming increased by 61 percent since deregulation, far 
outpacing inflation since the index of consumer goods rose less 
than 18 percent during the same period. The report also found 
that from December 1989 to March 1991 the average monthly 
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price for basic cable rose 9 percent (nearly twice the inflation 
rate) to $17.34, with an accompanying average decrease of one 
channel. The fact remains that since there is usually only one 
cable TV system in any community, these local monopolies 
can charge as much as they think the market will bear. 

The cable industry says it has to raise rates to pay for new 
programming. But Jeff Chester, director of the Teledemocracy 
Project, a consumer group sponsored by Ralph Nader, notes 
that Time Warner, the second largest cable company in Amer- 
ica, “revealed that programming expenditures by the cable in- 
dustry between 1984 and 1990 went up by 15.2 percent, while 
during the same period, cable subscriber rates escalated by 
52.5 percent.” Chester contends that with programming costs 
ranging from $1 to $3 per subscriber, the rate for basic cable 
should be no more than $5 per month. 

Investment in equipment is also cited by the cable industry 

PETS as a reason for raising rates. 

“Systems are constantly being 

rebuilt,” says Effros. But con- 

sumer advocates pin the blame 

for extra costs on speculators. 
4 
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Since deregulation, nearly half the 
country’s 9,500 cable systems have 
changed owners, driving the cost of 
some cable systems up to $3,000 per 
subscriber and amassing huge debts for 
which consumers must foot the bill. 
Capitol Hill has become the focus of ef- 
forts to rein in cable through bills to re- 
regulate the industry. Senate bill $.12 
and House bill H.R. 1303 are similar to 
measures introduced in the previous 
Congress, where the Cable Television 
Consumer Protection and Competition 
Act was unanimously approved by the 
House, but never came to a vote in the 
Senate. This year, hearings before sub- 
committees headed by Sen. Daniel In- 
ouye and Rep. Edward Markey aired the 
trouble with cable as consumer advo- 
cates and broadcasters countered lobby- 
ing by cable systems and trade groups. 
The more stringent bill, $.12, in- 
cludes provisions to re-regulate basic 
rates, establish adequate customer serv- 
ice and minimum technical standards, 
limit the number of subscribers any one 
cable operator can reach nationwide 
(two operators, TCI Inc. and Time 
Warner, now service more than 40 per- 
cent of all cable subscribers) and limit 
the number of channels any one cable 
programmer (like Ted Turner) can occu- 


| py on a system. One of the bill’s spon- 





sors, Sen. Albert Gore of Tennessee, 
states that fostering competition “could 
reduce cable television rates by half.” 

However, the chances for re-regula- 
tion in Congress now seem uncertain. 
With the bill introduced early in the ses- 
sion, hopes had been running high. 
Andy Schwartzmann, executive director 
of the Washington-based Media Access 
Project, a public-interest law firm, had 
predicted the Senate would pass a bill 
and the House would shortly follow. But 
just as we went to press, the Senate ver- 
sion of the bill failed to come up for a 
vote, ending any chance of passage in 
the current session. President Bush has 
said he will veto any attempt at re-regu- 
lation. 

Even if cable re-regulation is en- 
acted, it won’t be a cure-all for viewer 
discontent. According to Schwartz- 
mann, “the legislation will provide only 
a small amount of relief against price 
gouging, and marginal relief of service 
problems.” 

The legislation has weaknesses, not 
the least of which is that its rate provi- 
sions only apply to basic cable, an in- 
creasingly narrow service since most 
cable systems practice “re-tiering,” tak- 
ing popular services like CNN, MTV 
and the Discovery Channel out of the 
lowest-priced program package, and lim- 





iting basic cable to over-the-air broad- 
cast stations. In addition, notes Chester, 
the bills “don’t directly return control 
over rates and services to local authori- 
ties.” Instead, they give the FCC respon- 
sibility for rate regulation guidelines as 
well as for setting norms for service and 
technical standards. Local authorities 
would have to apply to the FCC for ju- 
risdiction after accepting the guidelines. 
However, the FCC recently under- 
mined consumer interests when it of- 
fered to redefine the threshold below 
which local authorities can regulate ba- 
sic cable service rates. The commission- 
ers proposed that “effective competi- 
tion” exists and rates cannot be regu- 
lated when six unduplicated over-the- 
air TV signals are available in the com- 
munity served by a cable system (instead 
of the previous three-signal rule) or 
when an independently owned, compet- 
ing multichannel delivery system is sub- 
scribed to by 10 percent of the cable 

system's potential customers. 
Re-regulation legislation would also 
not protect the program diversity that 
was once the great promise of cable TV. 
With as many as 120 channels to browse 
among, viewers still find themselves 
clicking through endless reruns, World 
War II documentaries, Z-grade movies, 
trash sports and “infomercials.” Ever 
wonder why there are several shopping 
networks, but no 24-hour news outlets 
other than Ted Turner’s? Or why your 
cable system doesn’t offer some of the

The plot un- 
folds predictably —a token woman joins 
the cowboy wanna-bes, Mitch’s smart 
sensitivity ticks off the ranch hands, his 
buddies reveal personal foibles — but 
brilliant one-liners and precisely drawn 
characterizations replace the stale smell 
of formula with the bracing sting of wit.

Palance), the trio are forced to fend for 
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themselves. Formula triumphs, albeit 
with hysterical asides. Crystal trades his 
Mets cap for a Stetson as the film races 
toward a climactic action sequence.

Straight Out of Brooklyn

Student films are made almost daily 
that look better than Straight Out of 
Brooklyn. With its uneven lighting, poor 
sound and often clumsy staging, the pic- 
ture looks like the work of a self-taught 
filmmaker. That’s just what it is—the 
teen-aged Matty Rich dropped out of 
film school and made this movie instead. 
What makes it work is the passion of a 
young artist telling a story he simply had 
to get out of him. 

The Brown family lives in a cramped 
apartment in Brooklyn’s Red Hook proj- 
ects. Daddy (George T. Odom) pumps 
gas. Mommy (Ann D. Sanders) does do- 
mestic work — that is, if Dad hasn’t beat- 
en her up too badly during his usual 
weekend drunken tantrum. The son, 
Dennis (Lawrence Clifford Jr.), is smart 
and handsome, but he can’t bear it any 
longer — and he knows when the local 
drug dealer makes his regular pickup. 

Rich goes straight to the gut reality 
of what a family bred in poverty can do 
to itself. The visual cliches associated 
with the ghetto, like graffiti and rusted 
cars, are not to be found here; all we re- 
ally have to look at is the people, though 
Rich does heighten the mood by shoot- 
ing in the winter. Few scenes can be 
more chilling than the father’s drunken 
railing against an invisible White Man, 


symbol of the rage and frustration he is | 


unwittingly passing on to his children. 
Straight Out of Brooklyn is a grimly 
powerful film that thrusts us directly 
into a world we only thought we knew. 
The rookie-director faults barely get in 
the way of Rich’s scary accomplishment.

These distinguished European dra- 
mas are their respective nations’ equiva- 
lent of our Academy Award-type 
movies, but achieve their considerable 
power through character development 
and honest emotion rather than “big” 
themes and production values. Bertrand 
Tavernier’s Life and Nothing But offers a 
rich portrait of life in 1920 France, a 
country still dealing with the scars of 
World War I. An army major (Philippe 
Noiret) is attempting to account for 
350,000 men still listed as missing in ac- 
tion, in the process fending off both 
frantic relations and politically minded 
generals. Among | the former are Alice 
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(Pascale Vignal), a schoolteacher in 
search of her france, and Irene (Sabine 
Azema), a senator’s daughter-in-law 
looking for her husband. 

What this trio is really looking for is 
a life after the war, just like France itself. 
Tavernier shows how the recent past 
keeps getting unearthed, literally and 


| otherwise, and how “normal” life will re- 


assert itself in new forms in the face of 
major upheavals. The picture is full of 
small, memorable details; the gruff, 
commanding Noiret and the strong- 
willed Azema make a romantic couple 
as endearing as it is unlikely. It’s 
too bad Orion chose to pan-and-scan 
_ the movie, doing serious damage 
\ to Tavernier’s widescreen compo- 
sitions. 

Open Doors, set in 1937 Sicily, opens 
with a horrendous multiple murder. 
What follows, however, is no standard 
courtroom drama. The killer is supposed 
to be quickly executed, but one of the 
trial judges (Gian Maria Volonte) insists, 
despite considerable pressure, on search- 
ing for buried facts. Director Gianni 
Amelio manages an atmosphere of dis- 
turbing, subtle menace which finally 
gives way to hope as we see what he is 
really after, a search not for factual truth 
but for a state of grace in which we will 
be human beings and not beasts. The fi- 
nal scenes are deeply moving; the film as 
a whole makes the strongest possible 
case that the quality of mercy is never 
strained. —SLS

It’s hard not to feel a little disap- 

pointed when you first open the de- 
luxe CAV laserdisc edition of 
Fantasia. The much-vaunted “ex- 


tras” — used as justification by Walt 


Disney Home Video for charging 
$100 for the package — don’t amount 
to much. The souvenir booklet is 
nice but far from unique, while the 
limited-edition lithograph is marred 
by a stamp over one corner intended 
to verify its authenticity. Worse, 
though, is the huge outer box: It’s an 
inch wider and 2-1/2 inches taller 
than other disc packages, and simply 
will not fit on any standard book- 

shelf. The first coffee table video has 
arrived, and if we’re lucky, it will be 
the last. 

But my displeasure evaporated as 
soon as | put a disc in the player. I 
can’t imagine how Fantasia could 
look any better than it does here. 
The colors are ac- 
tually more vivid 
than those of last 
year's theatrical 
reissue, and the 
sound is amaz- 
ing—these 50- 
year-old record- 

ings, which have 
always sounded unbearably shrill to 
me, are suddenly a joy to hear. And 
orchestral music has never received 
such a detailed and directional Dolby 
Surround mix. Image Entertainment 
did an excellent job on its end. 

If ever there was a movie built for 
CAY, it’s Fantasia.

Ju Dou, the first Chinese production 
to gain any real audience in the U.S., is 
an exceptional piece of filmmaking.

Jinshan, 
a prosperous dyer in a rural village 
around 1920 (it could have been 1820), 
buys young brides and brutalizes them 
when they fail to produce heirs. Ju Dou 
(the extraordinary Gong Li), the latest 
victim, sees a way out— Tianqing (Li 
Baotian), Jinshan’s repressed nephew, 
is clearly enamored of her. Eventually 
they make the heir, and then they get 
even. What they forget is that little boys 
do grow up. 

The similarities to The Postman Al- 
ways Rings Twice are obvious enough, 
and invite the sneaking suspicion that 
director Zhang Yimou may have agreed 
to film a story that wasn’t entirely “Chi- 
nese” in order to attract foreign backing 
and audiences. Yimou, however, places 
that story in a historic and social con- 
text of feudal values and traditions that 
make tragedy inevitable, and he charges 
it with erotic imagery that, for a change, 








ed, beautifully photographed and ele- | 





is really erotic. LIVE has elected to pan- | 


and-scan the widescreen movie, but 
even that’s managed more skillfully than 
usual. 

Iron and Silk, Mark Salzman’s won- 
derful memoir of his two years as an En- 
glish teacher and martial-arts student in 
China, has been made into a disappoint- 
ing movie. The book, a quick, easy read, 
has more to say about modern China in 
nearly every compact chapter than the 
whole of the film, which is earnest but 
rather stiff in its recreations of past 
events. There is also more simplification 
and fictionalization than should have 
been necessary. Given the engaging 
screen presences of Salzman and mar- 
tial-arts master Pan Qingfu, who play 
themselves, and the opportunity to 
shoot in China (just before Tiananmen 
Square), it’s a pity the filmmakers didn’t 
have more faith in the intelligence of 
their audience. —SLS 


The Big Dis

The Big Dis is a small wonder: an in- 
dependent black-and-white feature that 
carves a goofy narrative out of what 
looks to be a real-life weekend of would- 
be debauchery.

no credited writer), The Big Dis details 
the unfulfilled lust of the hapless J.D. 
(James Haig) as he spends an aimless 
weekend skulking through endless social 
set-ups in quest of “women’s virtue.” 

The Big Dis starts at 5 p.m. Friday as 
J.D. touches down at the airport on a 
three-day pass from the military. From 
the start, J.D.’s karma is stamped on his 
forehead: He gets the phone number of 
a gorgeous stewardess and then stares in 
agony as the wind snatches it from his 
hand and blows it well out of reach be- 
hind a cyclone fence. As J.D. meanders 
from one attempted conquest to the 
next, he fails to glean as quickly as the 
audience may that there is a female side 
to these games of conquest, and that 
while J.D. may be playing a fair game of 
checkers, he’s no match for the chess- 
player mentality of the women he en- 
counters. 

The Big Dis has a static charm not 
unlike Jim Jarmusch’s Stranger Than 
Paradise —this quasi-documentary 
should not be dissed too quickly.

(It’s not 
even Olivier’s voice we hear: Anthony 
Hopkins redubbed the missing sound- 
track for the late Lord Larry.) Almost all 
the rest of the ll restored minutes con- 
sists of overture, intermission and clos- 
ing music. 

Still, the restoration campaign

tation of this surprisingly intelligent and | 


entertaining film. The first hour is often | 


campy, but Spartacus is far removed from 
those brainless Italian muscleman mov- 
ies of the 60s. Dalton Trumbo’s screen- 
play skillfully counterpoints the doomed 
slave revolt led by Spartacus with the 
beginning of Rome’s fall into a fascist- 
like tyranny, a blunt metaphor for Mc-

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Carthyism. The lavish battle scenes — 
which used 8,000 extras—and the more 
intimate dramatics from a memorable 
cast are equally compelling. 

The restoration has also resulted in a 
crisp new print of a film which won 
Academy Awards for art direction, cos- 
tume design and cinematography. It is 
available on cassette in both letterboxed 
and panned-and-scanned versions: The 
latter is adequate, but the former really 
shows why Spartacus earned those Os- 
cars.

The movie itself is the screen’s most 
successful adaptation of a Cole Porter 
musical, a romantic comedy delight 
built play-within-a-film style around a 
musical version of Shakespeare’s The 
Taming of the Shrew, with an embattled 
pair of ex-spouses (Howard Keel, Kath- 

















tyn Grayson) cast together. A romance 
between a pair of young dancers (Ann 
Miller, Tommy Rall) adds some terpsi- 
chorean allure. They’re joined by Bob 
Fosse, Bobby Van, Carol Haney and 
Jeanne Coyne in “From This Moment 
On,” a brilliant ensemble number that 
marked Fosse’s debut as a choreogra- 
pher. 

The digital sound does full justice to 
Andre Previn and Saul Chaplin’s Oscar- 
nominated arrangements. And the the- 
atrical trailer, which includes outtakes 
and alternate shots from the film, is a 
double bonus.

Classics” disc is an unstinting valentine 
to I Love Lucy. It contains two episodes 
of the series (complete with credits and 
commercials), the show’s scripts, syn- 
opses of all 180 episodes, alternate-chan- 
nel commentary by Lucy writers and 
crew members, and audio essays by TV 
historians Bart Andrews and David 
Marc. 

Disc enthusiasts are familiar with 
the delights of Criterion supplemental 
packages, which put historical and criti- 
cal perspective at the film buffs finger- 
tips through CAV's instant-access and 
still-frame functions. Applied now for 
the first time to a TV show, these extras 
work beautifully: Many of the show’s 
participants made themselves available

to address firsthand a spectrum of top- 
ics, from Lucille Ball’s work habits to the 
changing role of women. The shorter 
programming length permitted Voyager 
to put it all on a single disc —a CAV side 
for the supplements, a CLV side for the 
two episodes —and price it at $50, half 
the cost of some multidisc film sets, 

Almost as interesting as the com- 
plete episodes are the old Philip Morris 
cigarette commercials, depicting Lucy 
and Desi Arnaz happily wreathed in 
smoke. A close association between 
sponsor and performer was standard 
business practice in early TV, and 
glimpsing it again is a reminder that 
television has indeed improved since the 
“Golden Age” of the ’50s. 

But the level of comedy here did not 
need improving. Still side-splittingly 
funny are “The Candy Factory” and 
“Vitameatavegamin” episodes, remem- 
bered fondly by the most casual fans. 
The shows were shot in 35mm, and the 
transfers are immaculate. You may no- 
tice details, that have escaped you in 
years of syndicated airplay. Produced by 
Paul Norman and Bart Andrews, this 
disc earns Voyager a standing ovation 
from everybody out there in TV land.

Nosferatu

Murnau’s unauthorized 1922 adapta- 
tion of Bram Stoker’s Dracula was the 
first silent I ever saw, 30 years ago on a 
TV show called Silents Please. It still 
packs more of a wallop than the Bela 
Lugosi, Christopher Lee or Frank Lan- 
gella versions, mostly thanks to the pres- 
ence of Max Schreck as the vampire. A 
thin, misshapen, bat-eared figure with 
protruding teeth, Schreck’s very gaze 
reeks. of contagion — his portrayal, cou- 
pled with Murnau’s expressionist tech- 
nique and Schroeder's haunting perfor- 
mance as the heroine, allows Nosferatu 
to live up to its subtitle, “A Symphony of 
Terror.” 

The materials used for this long-out- 
of-copyright chiller are in fairly good 
shape, a bit worn and blemished but 
with a healthy contrast level and fairly 
good detail. The images are viscerally 
unsettling and this effect is enhanced by 
an atonal music score which’has dig- 
itized well.

Cyberpunk

If terms like “cyberspace,” “neuro- 
mancer” and “virtual reality” have you 
shredding your Webster’s Unabridged in 
frustration, Mystic Fire’s documentary 
Cyberpunk should serve as an excellent 
introduction to (not to mention a clari- 
fication of) a phenomenon in which a 
science-fiction subgenre is literally serv- 
ing as a blueprint for the future of tech- 
nology. 

Though some would define “cyber- 
punks” as juvenile delinquents who fa- 
vor modems and megabytes over switch- 
blades, the phrase harks back to descrip- 
tions of Neuromancer, an early ’80s novel 
by William Gibson, a delightfully un- 
affected young author whose on-camera 
interview is seeded throughout this pro- 
gram. But, as Cyberpunk reveals, ad- 
vanced technological concepts that 
rolled out of Gibson’s manual (yes, man- 
ual) typewriter are now being adapted 
and nurtured by everyone from physical 
therapy pioneer Dr. Joseph M. Rosen to 
the top brains at NASA’s Ames Re- 
search Center. 

Besides Gibson, others interviewed 
include Jaron Lanier, founder of VPL, 
the company behind virtual reality (a 
computer-generated world that users 
can actually “enter” via goggles and 
power-gloves), Michael Synergy, a true 
cyberpunk who claims the potential to 
wipe out the world banking system with 
a few well-placed computer viruses, and, 
of course, the ubiquitous Timothy Leary. 
Directed by Marianne Trench, Cy-

berpunk is a excellent introduction to a 
world with more levels of logic than your 
basic mainframe. But, like it or not, it’s 
also an excellent introduction to your 
future.

k.d. lang: 


Harvest of Seven Years

There was a brief moment when k.d. 
lang might have been mistaken for just 
another female country singer. It begins 
this compilation as a demure young Ka- 
thy Lang belts out a song on a 1984 edi- 
tion of the Sun Country TV show. 
Months later, she returned to that show 
with a boot camp haircut, beginning a 
gender-bending country career made all 
the more effective by her genuine love 
for “torch and twang.” 

This 19-clip collection offers a sub- 
versive visual subtext to lang’s music, 
explaining to those who have only heard 
her why she’s caused such a stir on the 
scene. Whether doing Buddy Holly in 
drag in a cheesy independent produc- 
tion or emoting with a trio of legendary 
country ladies (Loretta Lynn, Brenda 
Lee and Kitty Wells), lang is riveting. 
Unpretentious and charming in be- 
tween-song commentary, she can none- 
theless raise the roof with sheer vocal 
firepower. The last two clips here, in- 
cluding an unsettling AIDS-benefit ver- 
sion of Cole Porter’s ‘So In Love,” 
highlight lang’s work with director Percy 
Adlon (Bagdad Cafe). His scenarios reaf- 
firm what fans already know — this lady’s 
a true original. The laserdisc version is 
another example of Warner Reprise’s 
exceptional work in this format, with 
picture and sound quality that is second 
to none.

The Beatles: 


The First U.S. Visit

When it comes to serving up Beatles 
artifacts, there seem to be two sources. 
One is the bottom-scraped barrel from 
which come the watered-down reissues 
and other recycled product. The other 
source, however, is some mystical vault 
which holds a treasure-trove of unre- 
leased outtakes, rare performance foot- 
age and, of course, the legal rights to a 
number of Beatle-related materials that 
ought to be available but aren't — like the 
monaural mix of Sgt. Pepper or a hi-fi 
video of Let It Be. 

Fortunately, The Beatles: The First 
U.S. Visit is just the sort of release that 
raises one’s hopes about the fate of the 
Beatles’ more significant ephemera. As 
the title states, this video combines a 
rarely seen documentary of the Beatles’ 
first group visit to the U.S. filmed by 
David and Albert Maysles with selected 
performance footage from all three Ed 
Sullivan show appearances. 

The Maysles’ footage captures John, 
Paul, George and Ringo at a pivotal 
point in their public personae: making 
the sometimes awkward transition from 
British pop stars to international person- 
alities. The Maysles’ camera inadver- 
tently captures four young men in the 
act of contriving the image that would 
haunt them for years. 

The First U.S. Visit also incorporates 
footage of a live performance in Wash- 
ington, D.C. For fans of arena rock, this 
intimate view of the cracker-box staging 
that passed for state-of-the-art in 1964 
will be mind-boggling. For historians of 
pop culture, The Beatles: The First U.S. 
Visit is like stumbling on an arm of the

ture-outside-picture) and cropping off 
the tops or bottoms of pictures to make 
them fit the wider frames. 

JVC's AV-36W/1 set proved to be the 
most remarkable, thanks to motorized 
blinds at the sides that reduce the view- 
ing area to a 4:3 ratio for conventional 
TV programs and panned-and-scanned 
movies. Currently, this is simpler and 
less expensive than doing the job elec- 
tronically. 

There were plenty of camcorders, 
and most would be familiar to U.S. vid- 
eographers, but the Japanese can choose 
among a host of colors we never see 
here: white, aqua, yellow, various shades 
of blue, a peachy orange, lilac, even 
some exotic two-tone combinations. 
The most colorful models were from 
Hitachi, Sony and JVC. 

In terms of features, fuzzy logic is 
harnessed for automatic focus, iris and 
white balance applications. Digital cir- 
cuitry is used for image stabilization, 
electronic zooming, and horizontally 
squeezing and stretching the picture — 
features we're beginning to see on U.S. 
models. 

Both shows suggested the potential 
strength behind the new CD-I format, 
represented in the U.S. only by players 
from Philips and Memorex. Pioneer, 
Sony, Panasonic and Sanyo all showed 
CD-I prototypes at the Japan Electron- 
ics Show. Sony’s and Sanyo’s players 
were both portable units with four-inch 
color LCD screens, while Pioneer’s play- 
er also accepts laserdiscs and audio CDs. 
Plenty of CD-I peripherals and develop- 
ment products were also on display. 
CDTV, Commodore's somewhat similar 
interactive format, was notable only for 
its absence. 

One completely new twist the Japa- 
nese have discovered goes by the term 
TV-Fax. The concept is actually simple. 
Fascimile transmissions are piggybacked 
on broadcast TV signals for simul- 
taneous transmissions. Subscribers with 
TV-Fax receivers can get hard copies of 
program schedules, recipes, curriculum 
material for educational programs, shop- 
ping information, event calendars, fi- 
nancial data, virtually anything broad- 
casters can think up. 

The information is carried in a sub- 
audio channel, like SAP sound. The 
NTSC standard for stereo and SAP 
broadcasts, which we also use, already 
allocates a data channel. The Japanese 
just started using theirs first. Companies 
demonstrating fax receivers included 
JVC, NEC, Matsushita, Sanyo, Sharp, 
Sony and Toshiba. Py

grammers like ESPN, HBO, MTV and 
others, is equal in sound quality to that 
of laserdisc. But even though VideoCi- 
pher II audio signals are digital, the best 
satellite receivers’ distortion levels are 
appallingly high compared to the other 
audio equipment you may own. What 
differentiates audio in the most expen- 
sive receivers from those at the bottom 
of the scale is that the latter may be 
mono only. One advantage of extra 
memory is that your receiver can re- 
member and store data on a number of 
audio formats, so that it’s not necessary 
to retune every time you switch from au- 
dio-only to video, or from wide-band- 
width signals to narrow-bandwidth. 

Remember, too, that satellite audio 
emerges from the receiver as discrete left 
and right channels, not MTS. An excep- 
tion is the Chaparral 90 receiver, which 
converts satellite stereo to MTS so it 
can be reproduced by the MTS circuit in 
a TV receiver. Several top-of-the-line 
models also incorporate simple sur- 
round-sound circuitry. 

Some recent midpriced and high- 
priced units also incorporate VideoPal, a 
circuit for ordering pay-per-view movies 
or entertainment. It’s available as a low- 
cost add-on to every receiver that in- 
cludes a VideoCipher II descrambler. 

Before you decide how much memo- 
ty you're willing to pay for, ask the deal- 
er to show you how to tune in a satellite 
and channel, then insist on doing it 
yourself. If you find the process difficult 
or if other members of your household 
are going to be using the unit, step up to 
a more expensive model. a

mask does not distort from overheating 
and bright parts of a picture do not 
change color over time. Accuracy of col- 
ors is very good to excellent at the 
standard setting and warm or cool color 
temperature options. Picture quality 
controls let you select, store and repeat 
your preferred settings easily. 

The 
speaker enclosures and placement deliv- 
er the sound at the outside edges of the 
picture to maintain a realistic sound im- 
age without bulges at the sides of the set.

equalization circuits. Vertical interval 
time code and timebase correction are 
now available on some pro models by 
JVC and Panasonic. Some models have 
digital signal processing and signal-to- 
noise ratios of 47 decibels, two decibels 
higher than most consumer VCRs. 
Walton notes further innovations in 
the latest S-VHS pro recorders, includ- 
ing ultra-stable tape transports, chroma 
enhancement circuits that virtually 
eliminate color spreading, and an auto 
equalization circuit that records a pilot 
signal in the vertical interval of a video 
so that playback machines can optimize 
their circuits for each individual tape. 
“Some manufacturers use digital 
noise reduction for chrominance,” ex- 
plains Walton. “At JVC, we are using 
digital noise reduction for luminance. In 
some models we have a new high-perfor- 
mance analog noise-reduction circuit 


that lets us achieve stunning picture | 


quality clear down to the fifth genera- 
tion.” 

S-VHS currently supports two chan- 
nels of hi-fi FM audio and two lesser- 
quality linear audio channels with Dolby 
noise reduction.

has carved its own unique niche in the 
camcorder market. Thanks to its com- 
pact size, Hi8 has quickly been adopted 
as a specialty acquisition format for 
some broadcast uses. The miniature Hi8 
camcorders have proven especially valu- 
able in war coverage, 

Hi8 decks are another story. Right 
now, there’s only one tabletop Hi8 VCR 
for consumers, Sony’s EV-S900, which 
carries a hefty $2,000 price tag far be- 
yond most consumer budgets. But while 
Hi8 consumer decks languish, Sony re- 
cently introduced an outstanding new 
professional Hi8 editing deck. The 
EVO-9850 features one-frame editing 
accuracy, timebase correction and a fast 
response time. Equally important, the 
9850 has two independently editable 
channels of digital audio. Sony borrowed 


| technology from its digital D-2 broad- 


cast machines to introduce audible 
sound in the jog mode for the digital au- 
dio. 

Sony is also positioning Hi8 as the 
format of choice for desktop video appli- 
cations. The increasing popularity of 
computer animation in general, and 


| NewTek’s Video Toaster in particular, 
| has led to an increased demand for 
| VCRs with single-frame recording capa- 
| bility. This feature is needed because few 
| computers are powerful enough to play 


complex animations at 30 frames per 
second. To meet this demand, Sony has 
introduced the EVO-9650, a $6,000, 
single-frame recording Hi8 VCR. When 
a computer connected to the EVO-9650 
renders a frame of an animation, it sends 
a control signal that tells the VCR to re- 
cord the frame. Once the frame is re- 
corded, the computer starts rendering 
the next one. The result is a full-motion 
animation when the tape is played back. 

While machines with such features 


| are clearly for the pros, some compo- 


nents are aimed at consumers. Sony’s 
top-of-the-line CCD-V5000 Hi8 cam- 
corder is a classic example of a consum- 
er product the pros have fallen for. 
Despite discounts that often lower its 
street price to less than $1,800, it offers 
digital noise reduction, digital timebase 
correction, digital audio, professional 
audio VU meters and other features that 
make the costlier EVO-9100 Hi8 pro 
camcorder pale by comparison. 

Sony’s newer CCD-TR81 Hi8 cam- 
corder virtually erases the line between 
pros and ordinary videophiles. Here was 
a product created for consumers that 
professional journalists had long 
dreamed about —a high-quality, pocket- 
size, point-and-shoot camcorder. The 
TRS81 was an instant hit for Sony, gener- 
ating so many orders the company had 
to air ship units to the U.S. to meet the 
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demand, according to Jay Sato, Sony’s 
vice president of consumer products. 

It is also the kind of breakthrough 
product that will lower the cost of high- 
quality portable video and eventually 
make Hi8 accessible to more consumers.

S-VHS tapes at standard resolution. 
This could also address problems of the 
software market.” 

The “software problem” refers to the 
failure of S-VHS as a medium for pre- 
recorded programs. While some movie 
titles are available in S-VHS, the num- 
ber is relatively few and they’re rarely 
available at rental stores. But, says Ham- 
etz, if all VHS VCRs could also play 
back S-VHS tapes, movie studios might 
be persuaded to issue more releases in 
S-VHS. “We know this could take years, 
but we're looking down the road.” 

The picture for Hi8 decks is less 
hopeful. Both Sato and Canon's Mike 
Zorich say their companies do not have 
immediate plans to introduce new Hi8 
VCRs for consumers. “It’s not that we’re 
ceding the home deck market to VHS,” 
says Zorich, “but until we can manufac- 
ture a deck at a price that will be attrac- 
tive to consumers, we are not going to 
do it. A deck would have to be at or be- 
low $700 to be competitive.” 

While the line between consumer 
and pro equipment continues to blur, 
one fact is becoming clearer — serious 
amateurs and semipros, despite their 
small share of the video market, are in- 
creasingly driving manufacturers to 
break new ground with video technolo- 
gy.

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ful cable networks will find their 
audience share declining. On one hand, 
rising basic cable fees are making view- 
ers drop extra pay channels like HBO 
and Showtime. On the other hand, the 
increase in available channels (to up to 
300 per cable system using fiber-optic 
cable or multichannel compression 
techniques) will erode each service’s 
share of the market. To keep up with 
such changes, MTV is already planning 
to offer three separate music video 
channels with different formats starting 
in 1992. With such multiplication of ex- 
isting programs, the prospect is for less, 
rather than more variety in cable’s fu- 
ture. 

The answer for many observers is 
more competition, from other cable 
companies — or from other technologies. 
Even FCC Chairman Alfred C. Sikes 
notes that “the competition model has 
worked well in other communications 
markets and can work well here.” In- 
deed, the FCC’s 1990 Cable Report found 
that where there was cable competition, 
per-channel prices were 30 percent be- 
low the national average, and the pace 
of technological advances was faster. 

But the reality is that of nearly 
10,000 local cable systems in the U.S., 
less than 50 face direct competition. But 
the establishment of more competing 
systems has been largely blocked by ex- 
isting cable systems. Harry Cushing, 
president of the Competitive Cable As- 
sociation, explains that “the big cable 
industry has conducted a vigorous cam- 
paign of intimidation and disinforma- 
tion. They have convinced cities 
contemplating second franchises to ei- 
ther reject new competitors or burden 
them with an insurmountable mountain 
of requirements.” Where newcomers 
have been able to get second franchises, 
the existing cable companies have 
blocked their efforts to carry popular ca- 
ble channels or have undercut their 
rates so drastically they were able to 
drive the competitors out of business, 
only to restore monopoly pricing after- 
wards. 

The cable industry sees the biggest 
threat coming from phone company ef- 
forts to distribute TV programs directly 
to viewers’ homes. Regional phone com- 
panies can already offer TV signals out- 
side of their phone service areas, and 
recent rule proposals by the FCC open 
the door for local phone companies to 
offer a “video dial tone.” Viewers could 
dial up a program provider on a pay-per- 
view basis, just as they currently call up 
900-number phone services. Effros ar- 
gues this would be a form of unfair com- 
petition since telephone users would be 
subsidizing the $150 billion investment 
by telephone companies to rewire their 








systems with fiber-optic cable capable of 
carrying TV signals. 

Satellite broadcasts already provide 
some 3.4 million American homes with 
an effective alternative to cable, albeit 
at a cost of several thousand dollars for a 
cumbersome dish and associated gear. 
But several companies are developing a 
more economical approach to direct- 
broadcast satellite services with higher 
frequency transmissions and smaller an- 
tennas. 

Later this year, for example, an inde- 
pendent venture called SkyPix plans to 
debut nationally. It will offer viewers ac- 
cess to 60 channels of pay-per-view 
movies with a high-quality, 480-line res- 
olution picture — far better than a typi- 
cal cable picture—and CD-quality 
sound. The entry price will be about 
$700, to purchase a three-foot satellite 
antenna and a receiver. SkyPix also en- 
visions a monthly cable-style, basic 
package of programs for $12.95. 

The technology is so promising that 
the cable industry is also exploring it. 
Nine of the top 15 cable companies, op- 
erating as K Prime Partners, have been 
offering satellite broadcasts in 40 test 
markets to supplement, rather than re- 
place, standard cable programs. 

The dark horse of cable alternatives 
is an older technology, which uses mi- 
crowave line-of-sight transmissions to 
antennas the size of a catcher’s mitt. 
This is known as wireless cable. With 
about 50 systems scattered around the 
country and nearly 300,000 subscribers, 
wireless cable has been advancing in fits 
and starts, although the FCC has taken 
a renewed interest in it. In communities 
where wireless cable competes directly 
with standard cable, the average cost of 
a basic package plus one pay channel av- 
erages $10 less per month for wireless. 

One often overlooked element that 
could radically change the status of ca- 
ble is the U.S. Supreme Court. To date, 
the court has avoided major decisions 
regarding cable because it simply felt it 
didn’t have enough information from 
prior cases to form an opinion on cable 
TV’s status. But what’s at stake is the 
constitutional question of whether cable 
resembles newspapers, and is therefore 
subject to the First Amendment (mak- 
ing it immune to any government regu- 
lation restricting freedom of speech), or 
whether cable is like broadcasting, sub- 
ject to licensing and franchising by gov- 
ernmental bodies. With several cases, 
like the City of Los Angeles v. Preferred 
Communications Inc., wending their 
way up the judicial ladder, it may be just 
a matter of time before the Supreme 
Court decides on the fundamental na- 
ture of cable,

One possi- 
bility is to write letters and send faxes to 
your representatives, senators and local 
officials. Send copies of your letters to 
your cable company. “Letters do help, 
especially with legislation pending on 
Capitol Hill,” says Schwartzmann. “Un- 
less the cable industry feels pressure it 
won't do anything.” Adds Chester: “The 
public needs to get involved. The quali- 
ty of the media is as important as the 
quality of the environment. The public 
is entitled to receive inexpensive, high- 
quality information about what is hap- 
pening in the world.” 

Another way to indicate your disap- 
proval of cable is to do what I did: Dis- 
connect it. For the equivalent of three 
months’ cable fees, 1 bought a multiele- 
ment VHF/UHF antenna from Radio 
Shack and had a pro install it on my 
roof. I dreaded the day when the service 
rep would come around to disconnect 
the cable. But when I had to rely on the 
antenna alone, withdrawal from 41 to 
just 12 channels wasn’t as painful as I 








had anticipated. In fact, the only thing I 
really miss is the 24-hour-a-day news on 
CNN and, occasionally, MTV. Someday 
I'll have access via a cable alternative to 
more than just broadcast TV on my 
home monitor again, but in the mean- 
time I can testify to the fact that you can 
disconnect your television —and spare 
yourself the trouble with cable. P]

dbx-equipped sets, and for which dbx 
isn’t paid a dime. 

From dbx’s point of view, any dbx- 
encoded signal must ultimately be de- 
coded through dbx circuitry for the lis- 
tener to get a true stereo signal. The 
company is calling for a “truth in la- 
beling” campaign by its other licensees, 
mockingly referring to non-dbx sets as 
“psuedo stereo.” 

Says dbx licensing manager Win 
Craft: “It’s conceivable that some cus- 
tomers might prefer some different type 
of audio processing, but don’t call it ster- 
eo. A TV set labeled stereo should have 
circuitry to deliver a stereo signal.” Phi- 
lips and Sharp have now decided to in- 
clude dbx decoders in all their future

stereo sets, beginning at various times in 
1992. That leaves Thomson on the hot- 
seat by itself. 

But Thomson came to this battle 
armed to the teeth. On the same day 
dbx called for a labeling campaign, 
Thomson announced it would be 
granted a patent for what it dubbed “XS 
Stereo Sound.” XS Stereo, Thomson 
says, combines noise reduction with an 
expansion system that provides wide 
stereo imaging on low-priced sets that 
wouldn’t normally be hooked up to ex- 
ternal speakers. Thomson says its sys- 
tem, which is included in 12 RCA and 13 
GE sets, “properly tracks with the dbx 
encoding algorithm,” but “allows a more 
cost-effective noise-reduction technolo- 
gy than the competing dbx system in 
many stereo TV monitors.” 

As explained by Thomson engineers, 
XS achieves its wide stereo imaging by 
purposely destroying the left-right chan- 
nel separation by introducing an out-of- 
phase component. Though traditional 
testing would reveal poor separation, 
Thomson conceded, the phase shift 
would deliver a broad stereo stage even 
from speakers placed extremely close to- 
gether, such as a TV’s own speakers. 

Indeed, on-the-spot testing of a pair 
of Thomson sets at dbx’s press confer- 
ence showed less than one decibel of 
separation at one kilohertz, a frequency 
that falls well within the listening range. 
But the XS Stereo system definitely pro- 
duces a wide sound image, something 
like that created by mono surround 
modes on audio/video receivers. 

What’s at stake here depends on 
who you're talking to. Dbx stops short of 
saying that those who don’t use dbx are 
deceiving the public, but maintains that 
only its decoder can reproduce a true 
stereo TV signal. Thomson acknowl- 
edges the value of dbx decoding, and 
will continue to use it in many of its sets. 
However, it says XS does a better job in 
cramped quarters, in a more cost-effec- 
tive manner. 

The latter aspect shouldn’t be ig- 
nored. Although the $2 or so it costs a 
TV manufacturer to include dbx circuit- 
ry may not seem like much in a $400 TV 
set, TV manufacturers’ profit margins — 
particularly on less expensive models — 
are so slim, it can make a major differ- 
ence to the bottom line. 

As a buyer, if dbx is important to 
you, check spec sheets and ask your 
salesperson whether it’s included. An 
easy way to tell is to check the set for a 
second audio program feature —cur- 
rently, no XS Stereo sets carry SAP. As 
long as you’re aware of what you’re look- 
ing at and listening to, you'll be able to 
make an informed buying decision. um

Is Big Brother, claiming to be doing you 
a favor, about to erode your rights?

This bill, the subject of recent con- 
gressional hearings, reflects a deal struck 
between record companies, music pub- 
lishers and electronics manufacturers 
over the sale of digital audio tape re- 
corders. On the surface, it will free up 
prerecorded music for new digital for- 
mats and stimulate the sales of DAT 
equipment. 

But, in fact, it also taxes consumers, 


equipment and smooths the way for a 
new generation of audio equipment 
which is sonically inferior to current CD 
and DAT gear. 

The compromise also establishes a 
legal precedent that could easily be ex- 
tended to a new generation of video re- 
corders. Digital VCRs are just around 
the corner and offer the promise of pris- 
tine, artifact-free pictures and the ability 
to make copies without losing image and 
sound quality. If the audio legislation be- 
comes law, you can bet that movie stu- 
dios will want to levy royalties on digital 
VCRs and the videotapes that feed 
them. 

Briefly, the audio act prohibits the 
music industry from suing electronics 
manufacturers over the issue of copy- 
tight infringement in exchange for two 
key concessions. First, it imposes a sys- 
tem of royalties on the importers and 
domestic makers of digital recording de- 
vices and media. The payments, intend- 
ed for music creators and copyright 
holders, would raise equipment and tape 
costs to consumers. (The fee is 2 percent 
of the wholesale price for DAT re- 
corders — up to a limit dt $8 —and 3 per- 
cent for blank media.) 

Second, a Serial Copy Management 
System (SCMS) will be required for all 
consumer digital recorders. This will pro-

ies only from original recordings. 

The Home Recording Rights Coali- 
tion and proponents of the bill contend 
it breaks a long deadlock between equip- 
ment makers and the recording industry 
and clears the way for new digital re- 
cording products. But the SCMS copy 
protection circuit also affects the dub- 
bing of personal as well as prerecorded 
commercial material. 

Why should consumers have to put 
up with limitations on their recording 
equipment just to protect the music in- 
dustry from copyright infringement?

Worse yet, why should consumers suffer 
such limits on top of royalty fees for 
equipment and tape? 

Ironically, none of this will stop seri- 
ous tape pirates who will only need to 
buy slightly costlier “professional” equip- 
ment, which, under the bill, would nei- 
ther be limited by SCMS circuits nor 
subject to the royalty fee. If the music 
industry really wants to stop CDs from 
being copied digitally, it could easily put 
“flags” in the digital signal which would

law would encourage a generation of 
digital audio equipment which would be 
inferior in sonic quality to current 
equipment. Unlike today’s CD and DAT 
formats, the digital compact cassette 
(DCC) and mini-disc (MD) formats 
planned for introduction in 1992 use 
data compression techniques based on 
assumptions about human hearing. Data 
which is deemed inaudible is not re- 
corded, reducing the need for storage 
space on media. 

Though the manufacturers of the 
new formats contend most consumers 
will not hear any difference, many engi- 
neers fear the new formats will actually 
degrade their recordings. The record in- 
dustry likes the new formats because 
each offers less sonic quality than master 
recordings and because objectionable ar- 
tifacts from data compression appear in 
multigenerational copies. 

The DAT format, which does not 
use data compression, has been unsuc- 
cessful as a consumer product due in 
part to legal actions by the music indus- 
try against equipment manufacturers. 
However, DAT sound quality is so good 
that many professionals now use it for 
mastering high-quality commercial re- 
leases. The record industry does not 
want this kind of recording quality in 
the hands of consumers. 

The Audio Home Recording Act, 
sponsored in the Senate by Dennis De- 
Concini and in the House by Reps. Jack 
Brooks and William Hughes, has other 
noteworthy elements. For example, the 
bill would also make it illegal to sell or 
modify a piece of equipment that evades 
the SCMS system, and it keeps royalty 
accounts secret to protect equipment 
makers from having sales figures made 
public.
